WASHINGTON—It was reported 
this week that the Office of Price 
Stabilization is not planning to allow 
the alfalfa industry any blending 
charge in the planned alfalfa meal 
ceiling regulation. 

It had been recommended, accord- 
ing to OPS sources, that blenders of 
alfalfa meal be allowed a $3 ton mar- 
gin for blending. However, price at- 
torneys overruled this recommenda- 
tion on grounds that blenders ob- 
tained profits through commingling 
various receipts of alfalfa and should 
rely on this operation to earn their 
profit without charging for blending 

This position, observers said, is 
equivalent to telling a country ele- 
vator operator that he is not entitled 
to a loading in or loading out charge 
merely because he has obtained a 
possible margin through commingling 
and upgrading of supplies which he 
has stored 

Observers said the OPS position 
posed a serious problem for the feed 
industry. They cited the problem of 
the feed manufacturer in obtaining 
supplies of alfaJfa meal of standard 
protein and guaranteed vitamin A 
content during winter months if feed 
firms were not able to get supplies 
from blenders

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OPS Approves Beet Pulp Price

WASHINGTON The Office of 
Price Stabilization has approved a 
specific dollars and cents ceiling or- 
der for wet and dried beet pulp and 
expects to issue this regulation early 
next week. 

The price levels established by the 
order are reportedly for dried 
beet pulp by five separate areas and 
are somewhat lower than had been 
specifically recommended by the 
trade and industry consultants with- 
in the agency.

However, the 
main stimulus to the “in and outer” and to temporary over-expansion is 
probably to be found in those occasional periods when the margins between 
feed costs and product prices are such as to provide that prospect of unusual 
profit which so often disappears before the production cycle is completed. A 
careful budgeting of prospective expenses and conservative returns and a 
conservative financing program will probably not contribute a great deal 
toward preventing these recurrent tendencies to temporary over-expansion, 
but they will help to assure the continued solvency of borrowers and enahle 
them to be a more stable outlet for chicks, poults, feed, equipment and other 
supplies as well as a more consistent and efficient source of supply of poultry 
products. 


* * * 


OULTRY financing supported by a carefully prepared budget and an 
cea line of credit also nas many other advantages regardless of 
whether the credit is supplied by a bank, a feed dealer, or from some other 
It should enable the producer to carefully plan his operations with 
assurance that he can see the season through. In most circumstances, where 
he has carried out his part of the program with diligence but comes up short 
because of some temporary price situation, he should quite properly expect 
a renewal of his budget and line of credit for another season. Those 
engage in the credit extension business whether as bankers, hatcherymen, 
feed dealers, etc., do not want to earn the title of “in and outers.” This is 
a part of the responsibility in making credit a useful tool for poultry pro- 
ducers. In fact, one of the prime objectives of those engaged in poultry 
financing should be to achieve the same progress in reducing business mor- 
tality among poultrymen that the researchers and practitioners have achieved 
in reducing the mortality among chickens and turkeys. 

Progress in the direction of reducing business mortality among poultry- 
men is being made but renewed emphasis on this aspect of poultry financing 
is warranted. Such progress is likely to be based upon a more careful initial 
selection of risks, the reduction of speculative lending stimulated by occa- 
sional periods of high profit margins, an appropriate degree of flexibility in 
repayment terms with respect to loans on buildings and equipment, and more 
attention to the building of cash or liquid reserves which the poultryman can 
have available to tide him over those periods of temporary adversity which 
are always lurking around the corner. Looked at from a different angle, 
more attention should be directed toward an orderly rate of growth for the 
industry and to a better timing of the expansion of the individual enterprise 
in relation Jo its ability to withstand the economic shocks of temporary 
adversity.

Flaxseed Disappearance 


Disappearance of flaxseed during 
the 1950-51 season is computed at 
34,855,000 bu. During this period, the 
total quantity of flaxseed processed 
for oil is reported by the Bureau of 
the Census at 30,250,000 bu. Exports 
accounted for nearly 4 million bush- 
els, while approximateily 2.6 million 
bushels of flaxseed were needed for 
seed, some of which were sown after 
July 1. Crushings of 1952 crop flax- 
seed prior to July 1 were considerably 
larger than the estimated 168,000 bu.

Farm stocks of flaxseed at 4,020,-

sota, with North Dakota farmers 
holding 3,054,000 bu., or 76% of the 
farm total.

Good Business Sense 

Market analysis by every dealer 
will reveal to him which are the 
choice prospects. It is only good bus- 
iness sense for him to contact them 
first and try to get their business 
Once you sell a Grade A prospect, he 
will in all liklihood stick with you 
for it takes a lot of good selling to 
convince him in the first place. He 
will prove to be an excellent cus- 
tomer when it comes to recommend- 
ing your store, products and service 
to his friends.

8. Deduct for bad debts, personal 
or business. Some taxpayers hold 
bad debts indefinitely on their books 
when they could reduce tax payments 
by writing them off. A bad account 
must be written off in the year it 
is ascertained worthless, or the gov- 
ernment may not permit the deduc- 
tion in a subsequent year. If you col- 
lect on such write-offs in later years, 
include the payments with gross in- 
come. Inasmuch as you got a tax 
deduction for the write-offs, you must 
pay a tax on their recoveries 

9.Set up a taxes at 
the beinning of each year, charging 
each month with its pro-rata 
of the annual tax expense. Otherwise, 
the months in which taxes are paid 
will be charged too heavily with this 
expense distorting the month-to- 
month analysis of the figures. A re- 
serve spreads the tax expense over

Sometimes the books of a taxpayer 
will show accounts that are not al 
lowed by the government.

does not know if the man has any 
hogs? Therefore, he hesitates to try 
to sell him hog feed. He doesn’t want 
to suggest his buying hog feed only to 
have the farmer say, “I haven't any 
hogs.” 

But this objection can easily be 
visualized in its proper order. As the 
dealer fills the poultry feed order, he 
can say, “Are you raising any hogs 
this year, Bill?” 

“Sure, about 30.” 

“How are they gaining?” 

“Oh, as well as anybody's, I ex- 
pect.” 

Now when the conversation gets 
this far, the dealer can suggest his 
hog feed which has produced so well 
for other customers. He knows that 
the farmer raises hogs and may buy. 
The questioning method has uncov- 
ered a prospect 

Let us say that during the summer 
fly season, the dealer wants to sell 
more cattle spray. He can say to the 
farmers who come to buy poultry and 
dairy feeds, “What are you using to 
control flies this summer?” 

A question like this is going to get 
accurate replies from many farmers. 
Some will be found to be using com- 
petitive sprays. Others will be found 
to be using none; some will be dis- 
satisfied with the sprays they are 
using. In other words through a sim- 
ple question the customer has been 
made to tell his sales position, insofar 
as the dealer is concerned, and the 
multiple selling can begin. This easy, 
conversational way of getting infor- 
mation can be used by every dealer 
in such a way to to retain the cus- 
tomer’s interest and not 
feeling of hostility.

$1,000 in terms of sales volume, then 
he can easily see that he should not 
altogether trust the sales work to an 
untrained, or partly trained employee 
The latter, although doing his best, 
may not put forth enough sales ini- 
tiative to sell and hold a customer 
who has a purchasing power of more 
than $1,000 a year for your store 
alone 


The Executive Outlook 


Quite a few dealers with whom I 
have talked, have “graduated” from* 
floor sales work to office desks. They 
leave the floor selling to trained 
salespeople, as they put it. These deal- 
ers have the executive outlook. They 
think they can do their business more 
good at an executive desk than they 
can on the sales floor. And they 
point to factory managers, bankers 
and other desk executives who earn 
big incomes by desk work. 

It is all a matter of viewpoint. 


| There is a place for executive think- 


ing in the feed business, but not 
enough to occupy eight hours a day, 
six days per week. On the other 
hand a banker has plenty of executive 
thinking and work for his five or six 
full days a week. because the bank’s 
affairs are large and voluminous 
enough to require such work 

Thus, if the feed dealer does not 
have enough executive work to oc- 
cupy all his time, what is he doing 
with the additional hours that he 
spends sitting at his desk. Is he just 
“polishing the mahogany?” And if 
he is, is this procedure profitable, as 
profitable as floor selling, for exam- 
ple? 

While the well intentioned, but mis- 
directed dealer may be polishing the 
mahogany, there may be one, two 
or more potential $1,000 customers 
down at the wrapping counter making 
trial purchases. Perhaps all that is 
needed to make them regular custo- 
mers is the greater experience, pres- 
tige and friendliness of the owner-

dealer. If the trial customer is not 
satisfied at this time, if his future 
business goes elsewhere, the reason 
for it may be that the dealer did not 
present himself on the selling scene 
and swing the scales in his favor. 

Regular customers are made at the 
wrapping counter, on the loading 
platform, in the mixing department, 
in the hot stove area, at the custo- 
mer’s farm. In almost every instance 
this person to person contact is 
what does the trick, closes the sale. 

How do you feel when coming into 
a small store and seeing a sign “The 
Customer Is Always First” and then 
find that the owner never waits on a 
customer. Do you believe that the 
customer is first here? If he were, 
wouldn’t the owner be on hand to 
greet customers, wait on them now 
and then and see that they get the 
best of service? 

A dealer can make more profit for 
himself by spending his spare execu- 
tive time doing actual selling where 
the customers gather, than he can 
by remaining in his office. It is wise 
to spend time doing some market 
research, just as it is wise spending 
sufficient time to produce good ad- 
vertising and sales promotional ma- 
terial to bring prospects into the feed 
store 

But merely to bring them into the 
store is not to sell to them, in all in- 
stances. The process needs comple- 
tion, and the owner-dealer himself is 
the chap who needs to be on hand to 
see that this is done. Let the trained 
employees do some of the closing, but 
let the wise dealer always be around 
to help out, to guide and to save many 
a sale 

The farmer today is a _ business- 
man worth $50,000 or more, consider- 
ing his land, machinery, buildings, 
stock and crop investments. He likes 
to have another businessman sell to 
him, rather than an employee—at 
least part of the time. This is a view 
which many feed dealers have not yet 
realized. The farmer is proud of his 
achievement, of his standing in the 
community and proud of the money 
he earns. To have another business- 
man wait on him now and then is 
what he expects and likes. 

And since the modern farmer has 
such a large spendable income who 
can say that he does not have the 
right to expect such service? 

If a $1,000 or $2,000 customer drifts 
away, goes elsewhere to buy, this 
drop in sales volume is quickly no- 
ticed by the dealer. Then he becomes

new customers to try to make them 
regular patrons—to replace the busi- 
ness he lost. This process is almost 
more costly than is the policy of 
making sure the new customer is so 
satisfied that he does not drift else- 
where in the first place 

The pendulum of experience always 
swings from one extreme to another 
Many dealers devoted too little at- 
tention to executive work 15 to 20 
years ago. Then the executive duties 
of retail enterprise became important, 
and rightly so, but in some cases were 
over-glamorized. Some businessmen 
became full time executives, rather 
than half-time executives, and as a 
result their customer relationships 
began to suffer 

Most feed businesses are still small 
enough so that the dealer has the 
time to meet and sell to numerous 
customers. This is certainly one way 
to make multiple selling work—and 
the example the dealer sets by his 
selling will carry over to his em- 
ployees

He 
painted one entire back wall a pea 
green to give a water effect. Then he 
painted the Lake Superior shoreline 
of his trade area marine blue. He 
painted in the roads and scenic points 
of his area, and then put indirect 
fluorescent lighting upon the entire 
wall. The effect, of course, is very 
striking and very beautiful. People 
who enter the store see that map and 
study it. Tourists are reported te 
come from considerable distances to 
see this wall map. The hardware 
dealer is very happy about the addi- 
tional store traffic which this map is 
bringing him.

Combinations of vitamin Bu, dried 
whey and fish solubles produced the 
greatest consistent gains in recent 
chick feeding tests involving these 
ingredients and antibiotics.

Based on reports from a survey 
made this week, Lloyd S. Larson, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the American De- 
hydrators Assn., Kansas City, said 
that about 50% of the dehydrating 
plants in Kansas have been shut 
down, and the remainder are running 
a day shift only. It is expected that 
practically all Kansas plants will be
